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A SUN IN FLAMES. 

The Great Danger to which this Earth 
is Exposed. 

MrJEticbard Proctor, the well-known 
English astronomer, thus writes to tho 
London. "Echo:" — ■ 

Tho news just received from the 
star depth concerns us deeply. It 
tells us of ft sun, doubtless in general 
respects liko our own, whi?b has net 
with some great catastrophe, whoso 
cause we cannot at present determine, 
but whose real nature is unmistakable. 
Our sun is one among hundreds of 
millions, each of which is probably, 
like it, tho centre of a scheme of cir- 
cling worlds. Each sun is rushing 
along through space with its train of 
worlds, each bearing, perhaps like our 
earth, its living freight, or, more pro- 
bably, each, at some time or other of 
its eiistenco, becoming habitable for 
rv longer or shorter period. Thus tho 
suns may bo compared to engines, 
each drawing its well freighted train. 
Accidents among those celestial en- 
gines seem fortunately to be rare. A 
few among tho suns appear suddenly 
(that is in the courso of a fow hundred 
years, which in celestial chronometry 
amounts to a more instant,) to have 
lost a large part of their energy, as 
though the Bupply of fuel had some- 
how run short. Mishaps of that kind 
have not attracted much attention, 
though manifestly it would bo a seri- 
ous matter if our own sun were sud- 
denly to loso three-fourths of its heat, 
ns has happened with tho middle star 
of the Plough, or ninty-niuo hundred- 
ths, as has has happened with tho 
once blazing, hut now scarcely visible, 
orb called Era, iu the keel of the star- 
ship Argo. But when wo hear of an 
accident of tho contrary kind— a sun 
suddenly blazing out with more than 
a hundred Limes its usual splendour; 
a celestial engine whose energies have 
beon overwrought, so that a sudden 
explosion has taken placo and the fires 
meant to work steadily for tho train, 
havo blazed forth to its destruction — 
we are impressed with the thought that 
this may possibly one day happen with 
our own sun . The circumstances are 
very curious, and though they do not 
show cleaily whether wo are or not 
exposed to the same kind of danger 
which has overtaken the worlds cir- 
cling around these remote suns, they 
are sulliciently suggestive. 

On November 24, quite early in the 
evening, Prof. Schmidt, the well-known 
direction of the Athens Observatory, 
observed a star of the third magnitude 
in a part constellation of tho Swan, 
where no such star should be. At mid- 
night tho new star's light was seen to 
bo°of a markedly yellow color. Tae 
news was, of course, spread about 
among tho chiefs of tho principal ob- 
servatories, and, as soon as tho clear 
weather permitted, tho now-comor 
was submitted to tlio searching scrut- 
iny of tho spectroscope. Unfortunately 
it had already drindled down to the 
fifth magnitude by December 2, when 
first it was thus examined, and its 
li"ht has becomo greenish, almost 
blue. It was not till December 5 that 
roally satisfactory observations were 
mado. Then tho Cornu obtained t he 
following very curious results: — Tho 
light of tho star showed tho usual 
rainbow-tinted streak crossed by dark 
linos, which forms tho speotrums of a 
star or sun, but on that rainbow-tint- 
ed streak, as on a dark background, 
thoro was soon tho bright lines of hy- 
drogen, a bright lino belonging to 
magnesium (in tho stato of glowing 
vapour), and two other bright lines, 
ono of which seemed to bo identical 
with a bright lino shown by our sun's 
corona during total eclipse. 

Now, a point to which I would call 
fipecial attention is, that all tho ele- 
ments of tho cataBtropho, if ono may 
bo speak which has befallen tho remoto 
sun in tho Hwan exist in our own sun. 
At times of marked disturbance parts 
of our sun's surfaco show tho lines of 
hydrogen bright instead of dark, 
which means that tho flames of hydro- 
gen over thoso parts of tho sun are 
hotter than the glowing surface of tho 
glowing surfaco of the sun there. "\Vo 
havo all heard, again, how Tacchi and 
secchi, in Italy, attributed some ex- 
ceptionally hot weather wo had a fow 
yoars ago to outburst of glowing 
magnesium. And, lately, our run is 
certainly well suppliod with that olo- 



nient, whatever it is, which givos the 
bright line of this corona during 
eclipses; for wo know that tho whole 
or tho streaked and radiated corona 
occupying a region twenty tirues great- 
er than tho globe of the sun (which 
itself exceeds our earth 1.250,000 
times in volumo) belongs to the sun. 
Again; though tho sun has shono 
steadily for thousands of years, yet, 
so far as can be judged, tho stars 
which, liko this like this ono in the 
Swan, have burst out suddedly, blos- 
sominiug into flames of hydrogon, 
within which the star's heart-coro 
glows with many hundred times its 
former heat, have also been for ages 
shining steadily amid tho star depths. 
Wo know that the one which blazed 
out ten years ago in the Northern 
Crown was one of the Argelander's 
list, a star of tho tenth magnitude, 
and that, after glowing with £00 times 
its former brightness for a fow days, 
it has resumed that feebler lustre. We 
havo every reason which auology can 
furnish for believing that tho new star 
which was notin Argolnnder's list, 
simply escaped record by him on ac- 
count of its faintuess. It is now fast 
losing its suddenly acquired lustro, 
and is alroady invisible to naked eye. 
It appears, therefore, that there is 
nothing in the long-continued stead- 
fastness of our sun as a sourco of 
light to assure us that ho, too, may 
not suddenly blaze forth with many 
hundred times its usual lustro, (the 
conflagration being originated, per- 
chanco, by some comot travelling too 
directly toward him). Though ho 
would probably cool down again to 
his present condition in tho course of 
a few weeks, no terrestial observers 
would be alive, at any rate, to note 
tho fact, though tho wholo series 
of oveuts might afford subject of inter- 
esting speculation to the inhabitants 
of world's circling round Sirius of 
Areturus. Fortunately, wo may le- 
gitimately reason that tho risk is 
small, seing that among the millions 
of suns which surround ours, within 
easy telescope distance, such catastro- 
phes occur only ton or twelve times 
per century."

~ DEATH IN THE DRAINS. 

It -was demonstrated years ago that a 
fruitful consequence of ill-health is de- 
fective drainage. Typhoid, diptheria and 
low fever lurk about every house in whose 
vicinity thoro is a bad drain. Diptheria 
had its origin at Boulogne), Franco, where 
the sewers emitted a. poisonous gas, and 
slew victims by tbo thousand before tbo 
cause of the scourge could bo traced. 
Sinco that period diptheria lias visited 
every land and in crowded ootumunitios 
revels in victims. Sun Francisco is suf- 
fering at this moment from the ravngos of 
typhoid and diptheria. Tho lower or 
front part of the city is very flat 
and aa tho gas generated in tho sewors al- 
ways seeks to ascend, it has little difficul- 
ty in doing so. Sower gas may be and is 
breathed by many people, not in quantity 
to send tho sufferers to their beds and 
causa tho doctor to bo sent for, but still 
enough to bring on lassitude, debility anil 
a kind of chronic low fever which under- 
mines the strength and leaves tho system 
specially open to dangerous attacks of 
various kinds. Here we have no sewers 
worthy tho name; but every house has at- 
tached to it a drain, and it is of tho utmost 
importance in tho interest of good health 
that it should bo carefully protected 
aguinst stoppago or leakage. Wo have 
heard of physicians who, when summon- 
ed to prescribe for a patient apparently 
suffering from a billions attack, have 
directed the employment of a gang of men 
to instantly open and repair tho houeo 
drain, although no smell was perceptible 
in any part of tho house. Their experi- 
enced oyo at once told them that tho 
cause of the illness was the inhalation 
of gas from tho drain. We know sevoral 
households in Victoria, the little one, of 
which frequently Buffered from low- 
fever. The house having been inspected, 
and drains, leaks or stoppages discovered.] 
and romedied, tho children hayfl rot been 
ill since. We observe tuut'tho new City 
GcMUCil LlWQ gone vigorously to work to 
open and cleanse the gutters, so 
that deposits that have accumulated 
therein may run off 'Phis ia a 
▼ery important and necessary work 
and it has not been commenced a moment 
too soon. Good, clean, wholesome gut- 
ters will assist in warding off epidemic; 
but much must bo done by householders 
themiolves to secure perfect immunity 
from miasmatic complaints. Of what avail 
will be the efforts of tho Corporation to 
preserve tho public health if that public- 
is ho indifforent or careless of its own safe- 
ty that it will throw its waste stuff into 
the streets or allow its house-drains to 
become choked or broken and tho escap- 
ing gas to poison everyone living near 
them ? As it is said that charity should bo- 
giu at home, so should cleanliness— in the 
house and its surroundings.

How the Russians Propose to Reach the 
North Pole. 

Tbe Kussian Geographical Society lias 
a nchstno for reaching the Pole not alto- 
gether unlike that proposed by Captain 
Howgato, but by a different route. The 
scheme was elaborated somotime ago, but 
has never yet been put into practical op- 
oration. It was proposed to send a ship 
from C'ronstadt to Spitsbergt-n and keep as 
near aa possible to tlio meridian of forty 
degrees east from Greenwich. A colony 
■was to bo formed on the northern extrem- 
ity of Spitzbergon, or on one of the adja- 
cent islands, about latitude SO degrees 
north. There is no difficulty in reaching 
this poi'it in a favorable summer and 
the ship would discharge her cargo and 
return as speedily aa possible. It was not 
intended to attempt tlio journey to tho 
Pole in summer, but to leave it for the 
winter, when tho ico would furnish a 
solid footing for tho explorers. Several 
months would be spent from tbe time of 
tho ship's departure in preparing tho men 
for their work and accustoming them to 
tho severities and peculiarities of their 
now home. They were to have daily ex- 
ercise with sledges, and it was confident- 
ly believed that they would iind plenty of 
berga and tloos in their neighborhood to 
practise upon with the various instru- 
ments necessary for ico travel. 

The expedition from the colony to tho 
Polo was to consist of ten sledges, with 
six men to ouch sledge. Tlio distance to 
be travelled may bo roundly estimated at 
500 miles, divided into ten stages of fifty 
miles each. At tho end of the first stage 
one alodgo is sent back — a portion of tlio 
provisions upon it having been consumed 
and tho balance deposited in the ico in a 
cache that would be secure against the 
assaults of Arctic animals. The second 
stage ended tho second slodgo is sent 
back; at the end of the stugo the third 
sledgo roturns, aud so on, until, at 
the end of tbo ninth stage, but 
a singlo slodgo remains. As tho re- 
turning (dodges are not heavily laden, and 
■will follow the road already made ovor 
the ice, several men can bo retained from 
them, so that tho crow of the tenth sledge 
may consist of ton or twelve men. This 
is tho party whioh pushes forward to tho 
Pole, remains as long as may be neces- 
sary for scientific purposes, and then 
turns its face and steps to tho southward. 
On tho return trip it follows tho routo of 
tho advanoo, and rolios upon tho deposits 
of provisions which woro made at the 
ends of tho different stages.

Mr. Jack as the cripple throws 
force and character into t ho part of a poor, 
downtrodden wrotch who, aftor years of 
suffering, turns at last like the worm 
upon his persecutors. Mr. Sawtelle's 
Marquis de Vaudray is a capital porsoua- 
tion of a high-spirited, honorable gentle- 
man. Mrs. Sawtells is perfectly 
at eaie and very effectivo as Henriette. 
Ths new scenory ha3 been prepared with 
muck taste by Mr. R. C. Whito. One 
acooe represents Paris at the Pont de 
Nenf with tho huge city and Notre Dame 
Cathedral in the distance, tho Seine roll- 
ing in the foreground.

Tna Lunatic Asylum. — There is not, 
at the present writing, a single patient 
under the doctor's caro at the insane 
asjluin, a circumstance almost unprece- 
dented. When tho present Superinten- 
dent assaumed chargo, new drains were 
made to carry off waste water, etc. , and 
tho health of the patients began to im- 
provo almost immediately. From 
the books of the Superintendent we 
learn that on tho 1st of January, 187C, 
there were 3'2 patients in tho institution 
—28 males and i females. During the 
year l'J malos and 3 females (22 in all) 
wore admitted, making a total of 5-1 — 17 
males and 7 females— under caro during 
tho yoar. Ten males and 1 females were 
discharged cured since tho beginning of 
1870; and five males took their discharge 
during tho same period from Death — 
making a total of discharges and deaths 
during tho yoar of 19. There uro now 32 
males and 3 femalos in confinement.

ShotboIit's Buildino. — This handsome 
building, situatod on Johnson streot, on 
tho flito of tho old store in which tho 
proprietor made his mark and his shekels, 
is forty ono feet wide and sixty foot doep.

He 
deepoly rogretted that tho Legislature of 
his Slate on Saturday last requested him 
to vote for tho bill.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Jan. 25. — Tho Pacific 
Mail steamer Granada from Panama aud 
Mexican ports arrived about noon to-day. 
Soon after tlio steamer left Aoapaleo thero 
was rumors that ex President Lordo 
would board tho vessel at some point up 
tho coast and take passage for S.iu Fran- 
cisco. The rumor was confirmed by oili- 
cers of tho steamer and tho coast closely 
watched for tho party without avail. At 
Manzauillo which was reached next day 
ex-Chief Justice Iglesias aud party, in- 
cluding Cabinet officers, military men and 
other officials with followtus, numbering 
58 men, came off to the Granada in boats 
neaily all armed to tho t:ieth. Most of 
tho party wero refused pormission to 
board tho steamer until tho U. S. Consul 
requested that they be received. The 
destination of the party proved to bo Ma- 
zatlan which Iglesias supposed favored 
his cause and where he intended to orga- 
nize a government and resume tho strug- 
gle for tho Presidency. Tglesias left Gu- 
adalajara with a small escort only three 
days before Diaz entered. When the 
Granada reached Mazalluu it trtta uuoi- 
pectedly found this city and surrounding 
country had gone for Diaz and about 1000 
troops had arrived tho week pre- 
vious. Thero was great desire manifested 
to tako Iglesais ami patty from the steam- 
or and a demand was made on tho Captaiu 
for their surrender as rebels. The Cap- 
lain refused on tlio ground that they wero 
passengers and had paid their passage 
and no further steps wero taken. In the 
afternoon Iglesias' retainers wero paid off 
and sent ashore, only Iglesais and his offi- 
cers remaining an board und arriving 
here to-day. 

San Francisco, Jan. 24. — Arrived —

Bark James Chestou, Port Gamble; hark 
Adelaido Cooper, Port Ludlow. 

San Frarncisco, Jan. 25. — A Virginia 
City dispatch to-day says a plot to destroy 
tho hoisting works in the Gould ± Curry 
shift was discovered on Monday inorniDg 
just as tho engineers had called tho shifts. 
A few minutes later there would have 
boon a terrible explosion, resulting in tho 
destruction of the works and groat loss 
of life. Last Friday night an attempt 
was made to fire tho hoisting works of 
the Con. Virginia mine, which was dis- 
covered and frustrated by the watchmen. 
Tho incendiary escaped. Tho force of 
watchmen around all the works of tho 
Bonanza mines has been increased and all 
supplied with shotguns. Tho belief is 
that both those attempts havo been made 
by scoundrels in tho employ of bear op- 
orators iu San Francisco.

shame. Months passed befora her 
friends could learn of her where- 
abouts, when she was finally found in 
the city of St. Louis. Her friends at 
once induced her to return home, and 
tho Grand Jury, learning of the out- 
rage, proceeded to investigate tho 
case, which resulted in a bill of in- 
dictment, as above. Tho case was 
placed for hearing at tlio present ses- 
sion of the District Court, and to-day, 
tho time set for trial, was to have been 
the beginning of tho case. It was the

Mr. Brown 
stepped into tho Clerk's office, and as 
he approached tho Clerk's desk he re- 
cognized Fletcher standing in front of 
him. He at once drew a revolver and 
shot him through the»hend killing him 
instantly.

Revision of the Westminister Confession 
of Faith. 



EUROPE. 
Rome, Jan. 24. — In tho Chambers of 
Deputies to-day, during tho debato on 
tho bill against abuses of power by the 
clergy, the .Minister of Justice and SVor- 
sbip mado an important statement. Ho 
declared the law concerning Papal guar- 
antees was a solemn and uncssailable 
pledga given to tho Catholic world of tho 
Pope's complete independence in tho 
exercise of his spiritual power. Italy 
ought to regard the maintainance of this 
law as a question of honor and loyalty 
towards Europe, lie was determined 
to respect the law and would not allow 
political friends of tho Ministry to onter- 
lain any illusions in this respoot. The 
Chamhei of Deputies then decided to pai« 
to tho consideration of clauses of clerical 
abuses. 

A dispatch to tho Daily Neics from 
Rome reports that the Pope will submit 
the questions to cardinals when consid- 
ering the relations of tho Papacy to the 
Italian Government and revolutionary 
party. It is necessary to tako measures 
to secure liberty of tho conclavo who 
oloot tho next Popo.

New Yore, Jan. 20. — Dunn &Co.'s 
annual circular shows 9,009 failures 
in tho United Stales for the yoar 187G, 
with gross liabilities exceeding twenty- 
five millions and a half. This is 1,350 
more failures than in tho preceding 
year, but a reduction of $14,200, on 
average of liabilities as compared 
with 187"), which indicates that tlio 
wider tho wave of financial troublo 
extends tho greater tho number of 
small traders aro iucluded.

At a meeting of tho Presbytery of 
Paisly and Greenock of tho United 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland, held 
on tho 5th instant, tho Rev. David 
Macrae, Gourock, who visited Ca- 
nada somo years ago, and who is 
the author of some extremely clover 
work, well-known on this side of tho 
Atlantic, gave intimation of tho fol- 
lowing motion : — 

'■That the time has come when the 
standards of our church ought to be 
revised; that they are far too long and 
intricate; that they defeat the very 
objec of their length and minutoness 
by preventing tlio members of tho 
Church from becoming acquainted 
with them. Further, that with all 
their voluminousness, thoy probably 
omit more than ono thing which thoy 
ought to contain, and certainly con- 
tain a great many things which they 
ought to omit — mixing up matters of 
faith, separating Christian Churches 
from ono another, multiplying diffi- 
culties in tho wsy of a union, and 
hindering in a variety of ways the 
progress of Christ's kingdom. That 
oven as regards tlio Church's own re- 
lation to its creed, 200 years of research 
and experience havo developed differ- 
ences between tho professed and the 
actual faith of tho Church, and that 
tho spectacle of a Church professing 
to holil all these artielos of faith, while 
holding ono of them only as matters 
of opinion, and not holding one of them 
at all, is a bad example to the world 
and demoralizing to the Church her- 
self. That tho continued timidity of 
tho Church in doaling with hor stand- 
ards in viow of thoso facts is becoming 
discreditable to her faith in tho abid 
ing prosonco of God's Spirit, is a 
policy of unfaithfulness to tho tru,th 
and a policy that would bo by no party 
more condemned than by tho mou who 
framed these standards according to 
tho light thoy had, and by tho Reform- 
ers whoso creed has been preserved, 
but whoHO prompt and fearless loyalty 
to truth has boon to a largo oxt<ont lost. 
That our own Church from hor owi. 
history and and also from her prosont 
position, asfroo on tho ono hand from 
outanglement with tho Stnto, and on 
tho other hand from union negotia- 
tions, stands now in a peculiarly favor- 
able position for understanding the 
work of revision, which important 
work tho Synod is respectful!/ over- 



A Fearful Death.— "After many 
years," says tho "Indian Standard," 
thero wa3 nn execution at Lucknow 
on Tuesday, the 2[)th ult. A Mouville 
of little repute paid tho last penalty 
of tho law.
